This is that electric currents 
pass in the skio during every 
change of emotional state. An 
emoticn, however transitory, 
sets flowing a stream of energy 
which “tingles”™ to our finger- 
tips. 

In his laboratory he set abou! 
devising means of recording it, 
and soon had accomplished what 
he aimed at. lhe present instro- 
ment is so delicate that mirute 
alterations in electrical resist.

Johnston made some interesting 
revelations in the House of Com. 
mons when the matter was Taised 
in coonection with the Trade 
Facilities and Loan Guarantee 
Bill, as to the shares in the 
company held by members of the 
Asquith family. 

MR. ASQUITH'S REPLY. 

Mr. Asquith atated to the House 
in reply to Mr. Johnston that he 
was 00% personally financially in- 
terested in the compans, but the 
fact remains that he headed a 
deputation for getting e farther 
toan to a compsay of which his 
son is a director and holds, with 
his wife, 580 sharas, and in which 
bis brother-in-law holds 300 
shares.

Wolmer, the wife of tha Parlia- 
mentary Secretary of the Board 
of Trade, with 300 shares, Mr, 
Godfrey Isaacs, Iste Postmaster. 
General, with 3,400 shares,

shareholders also form an in. 
teresting roup. They were Lionel 
Philips, Julius Wernher, Altred 
Beit, Ludwig Wegner, Fredrick 
Eckstein, Ludwig Breitmayor, 
and Chacles Rube. Thatacom.

SACK OF SMYRNA. 


Mr. Wilkinson’s Malay. 
Manuscripts. 


His many friends io Malaya 
and savents the world over will 
b2 grieved to learn that Mr. R- J. 
Wilkinson, C.M.G.,, formerty 
Colanial Secretary, Straits Settle- 
ments, has suffered a grievous 
Joss. . When ho retired from the 
Governorship of ‘Sierra’ Leona 
he settled with his wife at 
Smytns, his family having 
been connected with the 
Levant for generations: for the 
original ancestor went there with 
the First Crusade. His intention 
was to devote himself to literary 
work and primarily to his old 
love, the language and literature 
of Malaye and he was well ad. 
vanced with the Preparation for 
the press ofthe sacond edition of 
his Monumental Malaya Diction- 
ary. which will always be the 
standard book of its kind. To 
this end be had assembled and 
collected manusctips and books 
of extreme rarity and priceless 
value. Then came the troubles 
at Smyrna. . 

When the Turks started to burn 
down all but the Turkish quarters 
of Smyrna he was obliged to flee 
and was, with Mrs, Wilkinson, 
two days and two nights io an 
opeo boat before. ha resched 
Mytelene, though luckily the 
westher was fine and the little 
party suffered no physical hard- 
ships. When he was’ at length 
able to return to Smyrna and 
servey. the ruins he found hig 
house partially borat down, his

A New Zealand Menace. 


Sattlora in New Zealand are 
protesting that tor much can be 
paid for sport It is estimated 
that the damage dono by deer to 
mountain pastores, farm crops, 
forests amounts to £173,000 a year, 

Only some 181 daer Were intro- 
duced into New Zealand, but their 
tate of increase has been 90 gteat 
that the numbers now are es. 
timated at 300,000. The first suc: 
cessful acclimatization was made 
in 1831. Now the deer are to be 
found in the forest and hill 
country in all parts of the 
Dominion. They were Teleased 
Originally upon lands deamed 
worthless for cultivation, but they 
are now invading cultivated tands 
with the greatest boldness, 

As anexample of tha damage 
done, it is stated that 
One sheeprua which carried 
10,000 sheep and 1i0 head of 
cattle has baen so injured ty the 
deer that it now carries only 6,500 
steep and no, cattle. Farmers 
have baen Complaining for some 
time, but what has drawo tuarked 
attention to the depredations of 
the deer has been the institution 
ot control of forest reserves by a 
State Forest Service. The 
Dominion reslized three sears aro 
that the supplies of native timber 
tequired caraful conservation, as 
thoughtless destruction for sat- 
tflement purposes and careless 
milling threatened to lead to a 
timber famine. Therefore, By s- 
tematic control was initiated, 
and the Forest Servica surveyors 
have disclosed some Startling 
fects: One of those facts is thas 
deer grazing in the native forests 
are destroying the undergrowth, 
and that without the protection 
afforded. by this undergrowth the 
native torest gradually dies, 

The compensation afforded br 
the increase of the deer herds is 
small. For the protection of the 
deer the commercial marketing 
cfany portion of the Carcass ig 
forbidden. Venison may be sive, 
away, but it may not be sold. 
Shooting licences cost only £2 
each, so that the revenua derived 
from this source is trifling, 
To cope with the menace 
of the deer, it is prow 
posed that the protection in 
Certain districts should be ro- 
moved. Killing without restric. 
tion, it is considered, will soon 
reduce the size of the herds, and 
the quality of the sport will be 
rather improved than othorwise 
by the process.

PRISONER GETS SEVEN 
YEARS. 

The case in which a “boy” 

named Shun Fan, was charged 
with wounding Mre. Irma Irene 
Stewart Bfoore, an assistant at 
the curio and book stall on the 
as. Empress of Australia, with 
-iment to do ber griavous belily 
harm, maim, distigure or disable 
her, and was alternatively charged 
with malicious wounding, came 
before Mr. Justice Gompertz, at 
the Criminal Sessions, this 
morning. 

The jury were Mesars. A. G. W. 
Ogilvie (Foreman), C.A. X. Pecquer, 
R. Taglor, M. Wong, A. Car- 
michael, A. Germann and C. H.W. 
Kow. 

Mr. A. Dyer Ball, presenting 
the case for the Crown, saidon 
the early morning of Fobruary 
Dib, Birs Moore and Miss 
Houghton, who were assistants at 
tha curio and book stalls on the 
Empress of Australia, were asleep 
in their cabin. Both ladies oc- 
cupied the same cabin, 
explained—No. 310, on “D™ 
The Empress of Australia, 
mentioned, was at this time 
anchored in mid-stream. 

Mrs. Sfoore, whose bed was 
end-on to the door of the cabin, 
counsel continued, was awakened 
by the noise of the door being.

Mrs. Moore did cot tutn 
the light on at once, but didso 
a few seconds later asd theo 
sat uo in bed At the 
foot of cer bed she saw prisoner 
crouching. He stood up.and Mrs.

She moved to get 
out of bed but before she had 
time to do-so, prisoner came 
towards ber. She screamed out, 
_ Miss Houghton, whose bed was 

at the other ecd of the cabin,

As Mrs. Mfoore sat on the bed, 

prisoner aimed ablow at the top 

ofher head.

Misa Houghton tried to prevent 
prisoner doing further injury and 
aviolent struggle took place, said 
connsel..

Lo Wing Kuang, publisher of 
the local Chinese’ Labour 
Journal, ‘Tas Hoagkeag™ Aunpo 
made a third appearauce before 
the Magistrate this morning on 
the herting of & suTamons 
preferred against him cf pub 
lisbing nowspaper matter 
on the 28th. November of 
“an indecent, obacene. revolting 
and ofensire natura,” and .of 
publishing oawspaper macter on 
the ith ahd 13sh. Decembsr last 
of anature “calculated to excite 
tumult and disorder in Chinaand 
to excite persons to crimes in 
Chins.” : 

The hoaring bad besa adjourn- 
ed ftom the Ith. February, for 
the putting. in by the solicitor 
for the defence of copies 
of alternative translations of the 
articles complained of, but on re, 
sumption this morning another 
matier occurred tocause & further 
adjournment of the hearing on 
the first indictment Mr. C. A. 5. 
Russ had had his translation 
certified by the officis! tranlator 
of tha Supreme (ous, but it 
transpired that, owing ty) pr ste 
af work caused hy ine Criminal 
Sesions which cp ned today, 
this ericial was unate t» atend 
ia the case. 

“Mr. Schotield (representing the 
Secretary for Chinese Atfairs) 
puggested that thes shauld pro- 
ceed with the second charge.

The Defence. 


Mr. Rusa replied that the view 
of the prosecution was far-fetched 
in assuming that it was a request 
to the workmen to arm them- 
selves. At present there were 
three or four conflicting general 
Labour Guilds in the Colony and 
what was really advocated in the 
article was the necessity for acen- 
tral organisation wlfich would be 
then enabled to accomplish more 
than could he done under the 
present system, The phrase in 
yeference to" arms‘’ was used in 
a fizurative sense—that one 
should resiat any threat with all 
one’s weapons, The workman 
was notasked to purchase acartv- 
ing knife and charge the King's 
Regiment with it. . The coolies 
of Hongkoog were not asked 
to exch purchase a revolver. The 
whola trend of the article was not 
even political Mr. Russ referred 
to the appeal for funds con- 
tained in the second part far the 
establishment of a General 
National Labour Union as 
being the sole obdjact of the article, 
which was to effect organisation 
on adminstrative lines. At Home 
articles were at present being 
published which were of a more 
violent character than that com- 
plained of by the Secretariat io 
the article in estion,, and 
nothing was being done officially 
in coonection with the subject. 

Mr. Schofisid-—The views 
pudlished at Home may be ex- 
treme, but conditions at Home 
and here are very differant.” 

His Worship intimated that he 
would reserve bis decision on this 
charge, and remanded the case 
until Saturday, when the hearing 
would be resummed of the charge 
of “indecency.” 7
